The words Communist and Fascist fly 


around too freely in America. 


That. is evident in following the evi- 


dence before the Dies committee. 


It is necessary to analyze the testi- 


mony critically. 
People should under- 


stand that unless they have lost temper 
or are speaking derisively, untruthfully 
calling a man a Communist is a consid- 
erable reflection upon his mental caliber 
and character. 
Professor Matthews be- 


fore the committee seemed to honestly 
and carefully weigh his words. He spoke 
of large numbers of people who had been 
made "innocent dupes'" of the Communist 
movement in this country simply because 
they did not understand it. Mr. Matthews, 
an experienced educator and writer in his 
early fifties, detailed with the precise 
accents of an instructor his relations with 
the Red movement. It appeared like evi- 
dence worth while. Here, indeed, was the 
time to pay attention. 


Mr. Matthews explained that he was 


not a member of the Communist party 
but known as a "fellow traveler" and that 
it was considered more effective to be 
such fellow traveler in many instances 
than a party member since he could go on 
campuses and platforms the country over 
and appear as one of those charming lib- 
erals. Yet he rose to the point where he 
became "front man," or consultant, for 
the Communist party in twenty organiza- 
tions which had been allied with it. 


Some of the evidence not generally 


printed which Mr. Matthews gives should 
be interesting to every American: 


"Like many other Americans of the 


middle class, I suffered from a sen- 
timental idealism: I fell hard for Wil- 
sonian idealism; I lived through the 
war-to-end-war and I lived through 
the post-war disillusionment. 


"Step by step I drew further toward 


the left. I felt that we needed some- 
thing that would bring the ideal world 
to pass more quickly. The Commu- 
nist party promised the most—a speed- 
up of social change. 


"Having got in on an idealistic basis, 


I got out on the same basis. No man 
can be in close touch with the move- 
ment without realizing that every hu- 
man ideal is more llatly violated in 
left-wing circles than outside those cir- 
cle.---. Fellow travelers, on the fringe, 
will never discover these things. The 
party morality is that 'anything- goes 
ihat serves the interest of the class 
struggle.' There is no degree of per- 
jury cr violence of any sort which 
is not ussd or planned. As an idealist 
you would have to have a pretty well- 
lined s'.orr.ach to stand that sort.of 
thing."

Mr. Matthews followed with live ex- 


amples. He detailed the case at Norfolk, 
Virginia, where communists put on the 
while robes of the Ku Klux Klan to terror- 
ize negro clothing workers into joining 
a labor union controlled by ihe Reds.

Senator Glass is past 80, and knows it.

ed the seven spot. Since this locat- 
ed the queen and jack in declarer's 
hand. West allowed declarer's jack 
to hold the second trick, preferring 
to leave a possible third spade in 


j East's hand for communication pur- 
poses. Declarer could count in top 
cards one spade, two hearts, two 
diamonds, and two clubs, a total of 
seven tricks. 
The eighth trick 


could be established by finding a 
3-2 club break and conceding a club 
trick, and the ninth trick would 
materialize if declarer could guess 
which way to finesse hearts. Of 
course, these possibilities depended 
on the opponents running no more 
than three spade tricks. In an ef- 
fort 
to 
keep West off the lead 


(since if East had another spade 
the suit was not dangerous) declar- 
er led a low club toward dummy, 
intending to put in the eight soot. 
West's nine squashed 
that 
plan. 


however. Dummy's king was used. 
a low club was led to the ace, and 
a 
third round 
-was conceded to 


East's queen. East returned a spade. 
and AVest collected the ace and 
nine. East and declarer discarding 
a diamond. West had discarded a 
low diamond on the third round of 
clubs. aVid now he returned the six 
of diamonds. Declarer won 
and 


cashed his established club, watch- 
ing carefully for the defenders' dis 
cards. 


It had required little vision on 


West's part to note that, with the 
heart 
ace marked in declarer's 


hand, a guess for the queen would 
later develop. Hence, on the fourth

deuce of hearts, his idea being to 
induce declarer to figure East for 
the heart queen. 
East furthered 


this attempted hoax by keeping all 
of his hearts and letting go his last 
diamond. 


Now. faced with the necessity of 


guessing the heart queen, declarer 
had absolutely nothing to go by 
except his knowledge of the op- 
ponents' playing habits. Actually. 
a very difficult psychological prob- 


j lem was involved. Here was the 
way declarer had to reason: A be- 
ginner or poor player in West's 
position would not dream of dis- 
carding a heart from an original 
holding of three to the queen. A 
considerably better player would 
discard a heart, hoping to convey 
the impression that he did not hold 
the queen. 
An expert would do 


just what the beginner would do. 
hold on to all his hearts on the 
theory that declarer would not be 
licvc he was so naive- In other 
words, this would be the double- 
cross. 
Finally, a master 
player 


would sometimes discard a heart 
from the queen and other times 
fail to discard, thus putting declar- 
er to a sheer guess. 


Except in the last named case, all 


declarer would have to do was ap- 
| praise his left hand opponent and 
i determine to which group he be-

shrewdly decided that West was 
just good enough to attempt a trap 
play. i. c., to discard a heart when 
actually holding the queen in an 
effort to induce a wrong finesse.

A native custom in the Solomon 


islands is to bury the dead in the 
sea. Sharks eat the bodies, and it is 
claimed that they "wait around for 
them." 


During- a trip across the Atlantic, 


I asked the captain whether sharks 
followed his ship — the "Queen 
Mary." "No." he replied, "they don't 
follow this boat—it goes too fast!" 


Perhaps it is true that even fast- 


swimming sharks would grow tired 
of following 
a vessel 
steaming 


along at the rate of 30 or 35 miles 
per hour, but in many cases sharks 
have 
been 
watched 
following 


ocean liners. The fish know they 
can have a food supply from the 
garbage dumped overboard. 


Sharks will cat almost anything. 


One captured shark was found to 
have dozens of articles in its stom- 


ach, 
among them being mutton 


bones, the front legs of a bulldog, 
two pigs' feet and a tin can! Anoth- 
er shark, nine feet long, was found 
to have swallowed a shark three 
feet long. 


Yes, sharks are cannibals. They 


eat their own kind. However, it 
seems that a shark will not attack 
another shark of its size — unless the 
other shark is helpless. Fishermen 
say that a shark caught in a fishing 
net may be partly eaten away by 
other sharks before the net is pull- 
ed up. In one case a captured shark 
was allowed to hang from a line 
alongside a boat anchored where 
many sharks were known to swim. 
Next morning the line was pulled 
up, and nothing was left of the cap- 
tive shark except the head! 


Tiger sharks are found chiefly in 


the Indian ocean. They were so- 
named because of dark brownish 
stripes on the sides of their yellow- 
brown bodies. 
The stripes 
fade 


away as the fish grow older. Some 
of the larger tiger sharks reach a 
length of from 15 to 18 feet. Others 
are only from six to 10 feet long. 


Although not so often accused of 


man-eating as white sharks, tiger 
sharks are among the few kinds of 
really dangerous sharks. In a later 
story I shall speak of the value of 
their skins, and the skins of other 
kinds of sharks.

Teach Children to Eat 


Right During Early Years

"Ginny's appetite is so poor. I can't get her to eat." 
"She looks well enough." 
"Yes, but she's whiny. Every mealtime I have a fuss with her about 


eating this and not eating that, until I'm just worn out. I dread meal- 
times." 


"Does she get much candy? I see she has a lollypop now and in half an 


hour she will be called for lunch, won't she?" 


"Yes. but what can I do? She absolutely refused breakfast this morn- 


ing. The only way I could get her to touch it was to say she could have 
the lollypop. Just this once, I told her." 


"Just this once," was all Ginny wanted that lollypop for, wasn't it? 


She eats one at a time. And if she eats it half an hour before lunch, hav- 
ing sucked it during breakfast, and up to the lunch time, she yon't be 
hungry for baked potato and lamb chop. 


Ginny preferred large lollys, the kind that are so big that she has to 


lick them small enough to go into her mouth. That way they last all 
morning and up to lunch time. Little ones disappear too soon. But a 
mouth filled with syrup is not the mouth that welcomes that baked 
potato and chop we have in mind.

All the time this poor mother

She is really doing quite the oppo- 
site. Ginny knows how to eat. Her 
stomach will tell her when to eat. 
All that is necessary is to set the 
child's mealtime, serve her the food 
she needs, but offer her nothing be- 
tween meals. Let her play hard in 
the open air; say nothing about eat- 
ing or not eating, but serve meals 
on time so that the child's body 
will take over the rhythm and de- 
mand food at the set time. 


"Just this once," for the inbe- 


tween treats, for the coaxing and 
the story-telling and the dramatics 
at mealtime, is bad because it is 
once this time, next time, all the 
time for the little Ginnys.

meats, cream, rich sauces or des- 
serts; hot breads or muffins: refin- 
ed cereals; alcohol. Butter in large 
quantities, 
potatoes, 
rich 
milk, 


cheese, cakes or pastries. 


It is possible to have appetiz- 


ing 
meals from 
this prescribed 


menu. If you are hungry between 
meals, chew a raw carrot or drink 
a cup of tea without sugar. 


Do Not Ignore Exercise 


As the cause for overweight is 


frequently too little exercise and 
loo much to eat, daily exercise is 
most necessary 
for 
refashioning 


your figure. Walking, or out-of-door 
games are very desirable as they 
not only stimulate your blood cir- 
culation (which is good) but they 
also tend to burn up energy which 
otherwise would settle into excess 
weight.

rural tuition students and a 70 per 
cent increase of paying students in 
the freshmen class is reported at 
Washington High school this year 
by A. F. Christ, high school prin- 
cipal, following the close of regis- 
trations. 


An additional 43 rural students 


over last year have been induced to 
enter the Ncw London High school, 
largely through the efforts of L, M. 
Warner, agricultural instructor, who 
has kept in close contact with rural 
school pupils. At a tuition fee of 
$72 each, the increased enrolment 
will bring approximately $3,000 more 
revenue to the school. 


The largest increase 
is in 
the 


freshmen class where there are 63 
rural pupils registered 
this year 


compared to 37 of last year, a differ- 
ence of 26. This year's rural enrol- 
ment constitutes nearly half of the 
entire freshmen class of 137. Eight 
rural upperclassmen have transfcr- 
ed from other schools. 


While rural attendance shows an 


increase, the total registered enrol- 
ment has advanced only 11 students 
over the actual attendance last year.
